Glades farmers very definitely

program would not be enforced, 
at the same time expressing a 
desire to see such a program un- 
dertaken. There was, however, 
at all times that “if” about en- 
forcing it. 

Chairman Kraemer assured 
the meeting that as long as he is 
Chairman of the Florida Agri- 
cultural Wage Stabilization 
Board its rules and regulations 
would be enforced. 

Approximately 70 farmers and 
others interested were present, 
and many t ed as indivi- 
duals.

which endorsed wage stabiliza- 
tion provided it has “immediate 
and daily enforcement.”

Fake Price Fixing 


Anyone rdading the answer of the W. T, Grant|; 


Company to the complaint of the Office of Price Ac 
ministration charging violation"of the “no highe 
price line limitation" under Maximum Price Reg 
tion No. 330, would find it-hard to believe that such 
practices are countenanged by the OPA as fair and} 
intelligent regulation. The same charges are made 
against other leading merchandisers in an endeavor 
tot enforce a regulation confining sales to price lines 
carried in March, 1942, 

For example, the Grant Company operates 492 
stores located in 40 states. Under the OPA's ruling, 
the defendant is denied the right to sell, in four of its 
Stores, dr in higher price ranges than $1.29; be- 
“cause that was the price in March, 1942. In four stores 
the price limit is $1.59; in 11, $1.98; in 23, $2.98; in 


47, $3.98; and so on through a long list. The fact that | .. 


many of the articles sold in 1942 at a certain price, 


are no longer manufactured, seems to have no bear- " 


ing on the case. 

But OPA does not prevent a competing store from 
selling the same dresses at higher prices based on to- 
day's manufacturing costs, if the store did not sell 
Such dresses at lower prices in March, 1942. A new 
store could sell the dresses, based on current costs. 

Such regulations demoralizes established lines of 
business, and it shakes public confidence in official 
claims of cost control. 


In the interest of the publie and sound merchan-| 


dising, it is to be hoped that tha.stores.will fight this 
Qe ot inequitable price control through the last 
court.

NEED FOR UNITED EFFORT ` 


To win this war we must have 
unity of effort. “The do-as-I-tell-you- 
notas-Ido" attitude will never mo- 
bilize national power or bring speedy 
victory. 

This need for united effort was 
emphasized by the President in his 
recent call for a 40 per cent reduc- 
tion in the use of government auto- 
mobiles, Take the use of tires and 
gasoline by various federal agen- 
cies, A report of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Reduction of Non-Essen- 
tial Federal Expenditures says: 

“Despite the growing automobile 
crisis, both in tires and gasoline, the 
investigation of the committee indi- 
“Cates that for the first four months 
of the present fiscal year the various 
agencies 6f the government, exclu- 
e Army and Navy, con- 
tinued for the most part to use as 
‘many passenger cars, to drive as 
many miles, and to-consume about 
as much gasoline as did these agen- 
cies in a comparable period of the 
previous year, notwithstanding the 
efforts of the government to reduce 
the consumption of gasoline and con- 
serve rubber. 

Same Standard for All 

“The committee believes that the 
same standard of strictly essential 
driving should be applicable to gov- 
‘ernment employees as now applies 


à 


Tn the last fiscal year the cost of 
operating these automobiles was 
$4,243,602, According to the use of 
the first four months of the present 
year the cost will be, $3,924,069. In 
the last fiscal year these govern: 
ment-owned cars traveled 209,550,280 
miles, According to the first four 
months of this year, government. 
owned cars will travel, this fiscal 
year, 199,830,930 miles and consume 
12,853,533 gallons of gasoline. 

‘The report also quotes from a 
statement, of the Director of the 
Budget, indicating that "until now 
government cars have had an aver- 
age of six and one-half tires each.” 
The Committee's finding "that tid 
same standard of strictly essential 
driving" should apply to government 
employees as is applied to individu- 
al citizens, is too downright sensible 
to require discussion. 

‘Why More Payrollers? 

Another example of the need for 
united effort is found in the problem 
before Congress as to whether ex- 
cessive profits on war contracts re- 
quire new bureaus and additional 
payrollers or whether the Depart. 
ment of Internal Revenue can do the 
job.
